Mons. pr Saussure’s Osfervations and Experi- 
ments on the Top of Mount Blanc. 
QUHE form of the fummit is a tharp ridge di- 
refed from ealt to welt. The declivity on 
the fouth fide is gentle, from 15 to 20 degrees, but 
on the north fide it is inclined from 45 to 50. It 
18 rounded at the eaft, and projects outward to the 
north-weft. The ridge is entirely covered with 
fnow, above which no rock appears at Jefs than 60 
or 70 fathoms below the fummit. 
__ The fuow on the fummit has a fcaly furface, and 
38 Covered in fome parts with a coat of ice. its 
confiftence is firm, fo as to make it difficult to force 
a ick into it.

Barometer and Thermometer.—1 had procured 
three barometers for this expedition ; one of them I 
left at the priory with my fon, that he might make 
obfervations correlpondent to mine, and M. Senne- 
ier’s, who had undertaken to miake his barometri- 
cal remarks at Geneva. The other two I carried 
with me, that they might eontroul each other reci- 
procally. On tlie 4d of Auguft, at noon, at three 
feet below the fummit, they food at 16 inches 
144-160 of a line, allowance being made for the 
condenfation of the mercury by the cold, and the 
little difference which fubGited between, the two in- 
itruments.—The barometer at Geneva, at the fame 
period, was at 27, 2, 1085-1600: "The thermo-

22-6 above it. According to M. de Luc’s mode 
of calculation, this gives a height of 14,417 feet a- 
bove M: de Sennebier’s obfervatory, ‘and according 
to M Trembley’s mode"!4,768.

Hence it may be concluded, that Mont-Blanc is a- 
bout the height which Sir George Shuckburgh 
makes it, that is, 15,925 feet aboge the level of the 
fea. 

Hygrometer. I had two hyprometers, which I 
placed in a box moiltened for the purpofe “, fo as 
to bring them to the degree of extreme humidity pre- 
vious to making afe of them, and by this expedient 
I effefted it as eafily as I had often done in the 
lower regions of earth. One of them I expofed to 
the fur at noon, and it ftood at 44. the other was 
expofed at the fame time in. the fhade, and ftoud at

Boiling of Water. Water boiled at 68 degresty 
993 thoufandths of a thermomerer t, armed with 
a micrometer, in which the mercury mounts to 80 
degrees, while the barometer is at 27 inches. The 
water was contained in a boiler, heated by a lamp 
conitruéted of the principles of M. Argand. It 
required half an hour to make it boil on Mont 
Blanc, while at Geneva, 15 or 16 minutes were 
fufficient, and 12 of 13 on the fea-fhore. With 
the fame. apparatus, water received a heat of 81 
degrees, 299) on the 22d of April, by the, fea- 
fide, which makes a difference of 12 degrees, 306 
thoufandths. 

Colour of the Sky. Thad prepared fome ftrips of 
paper ftained wrth azure blue, of 16 different tints, 
from the deepelt, which I marked No. 1. to the 
the paleft, No. 16. Each of thefe ftrips I divided 
into thtee equal {qQuares, and thus formed three fet 
of tints exaétly agreeing together. One of thefe I 
gave to Mr Sennebier, another I left with my fou, 
and a third I catried with me.
